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City must address homelessness

ll of us have seen “those peo- 
Ae on the streets. They shuf- 
fle morosely by with their 
heads down, searching for bits and 
pieces of survival. We know them 
as homeless people. They loiter in 
parks and city curbs. If they’re 
lucky, there might be a bed for 

them in one of the shelters. 

Since 1993, the number of peo- 
ple we see homeless on city streets 
has grown so substantially that it 
has forced communities toward 
ways to deal with this “problem.” 

To solve a problem we can usu- 
ally look back and see where it 
started. Here in Alberta, we didn’t 
have as much of a homelessness 
problem prior to 1993. Premier 
Ralph Klein came into power and 
slashed social programs, leaving 
tens of thousands of Albertans 
without the support they needed. 
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Some recovered; many didn’t. 
Here we are, some nine years 
later, and the pressure is mounting 
from all sides to deal with the peo- 
ple who live in public spaces. 
Earlier this year, a task force on 
homelessness revealed a lack of 
affordable housing is a big reason 
for large numbers of homeless 
people in Edmonton. Its report 
recommended some 500 new 
housing units be built over the 
next five years and that a commit- 
ment to fund these units was need- 
ed from all levels of government. 
Edmonton city council suggest- 
ed $1.3 million it had considered 
for social housing would again be 
directed back that way. Now, 
some months later, nothing is cer- 
tain. In November council will 
decide if the money will be used 
for housing or buried in general 
revenues. City council has a role to 


November 4, 


play in creating improvements in 
the quality of life for our low- 
income citizens, but can’t seem to 
decide whether it is important. 

And then we wonder why the 
rest of society has similar attitudes 
toward this situation. 

Calgary even pumpedmoney 
into housing and it was matched 
by the province and added to by 
the private sector. It turned into 
nearly $5 million for housing. 

This could happen here in and 
it’s up to the city to invest in a long 
term benefit that will decrease 
homelessness. Investment in a 
solution would tell us council 
cares about the city’s less fortu- 
nate. And that will go a long way 
toward developing an attitude that 
all people in our communities are 
worth our concern.

Bill and Dave keep coming back for a 
number of reasons. Both agree that if the 
province were to increase shelter 
allowances for single welfare recipients, 
more shelter beds would be freed up. 

“The only place you can rent is the flea- 
bag hotels and tenement houses the slum 
landlords put up,” said Dave. 

Single people on welfare need to share 
apartments because one’s allowance won't 
cover all the rent. And that means you're 
relying on someone else to be responsible 
for keeping a roof over your head. 





“Sometimes it’s a case of one guy trying to 
live his life clean and sober and the other 


guy is partying it up,” said Bill. So often, half 


the rent money is spent on booze or dope by 
one roommate, and both are evicted. 

“And when something like that happens, 
I'm not allowed to stay here (the centre) 
unless my social worker calls and says it’s 
okay,” Dave said. He hasn’t had to spend 
more than a couple of nights outdoors, but 
Bill has spent many nights in abandoned 

vehicles in the inner-city.

Army spokesperson 
Lieut. Brian Venables says there’s a great 
need for shelters for families. In the absence 
of such facilities, says Violet Giroux, a shift 
supervisor at the Jamison Centre, families 
are separated. Men stay at the Jamison; their 
wives and kids at the Women’s Emergency 
Accommodation Centre, she said. 

Last November the city, local realtors and 
the province coughed up $177,000 in one- 
time emergency funding to add 56 new 
emergency overnight beds. Later city coun- 
cil — including Mayor Smith — voted to

divert $1.3 million in mortgage breaks from 
the province into general revenues, despite 
vocal support for contributing it to socia 
housing or more permanent solutions to 
homelessness. In May, a joint city-provincial 
task force on homelessness filed a report 
with dozens of recommendations on longer- 
term solutions. Now, a year later, the city 
and province are again working to come up 
with the same amount of “one-time” emer- 
gency funding. 

Nothing seems to have changed, says 
Brian Bechtel, head of the Edmonton Social 
Planning Council. He can’t think of one rec- 
ommendation that has been followed 

But that doesn’t mean these issues are 
forgotten. Early this week, Bechtel met with 
Human Resources Minister Clint Dunford to 
discuss shelter allowances for working, non- 
welfare families: Bechtel envisions a sub- 
sidy lowering rents for families earning 
$20,000 or less a year to no more than 30 per 
cent of their annual income. Dunford 
seemed interested, so the council will 
research the scheme further. Dunford was 
also-presented with a plan to increase shel- 

ter allowances for families on welfare 

— the rates have increased by just 

32 per month during the last 
nine years. 

But little ground was made 
on that front. “I’m less opti- 
mistic.on this one.” 

Other measures are being 
undertaken.

Proud supporter of the Edmonton Eskimos 
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Allegation leads club to bal mela nm

downtown nightclub has pulled the plug on a 
heavy metal Halloween show after receiving com- 
plaints that one of the bands scheduled to play 
had used Nazi insignia on posters promoting the 
event, and that the group’s lyrics are sexist and racist. 

Axis of Advance, a metal group known until about a 
year ago by the name Sacramentary Abolishment, was 
scheduled to perform with metal bands Dead Jesus 
and Thorazine at the New City Suburbs Oct. 30. Axis 
of Advance came under fire last week, when a local 
man accused the band of using Nazi insignia on 
posters promoting the show. 

“I was confronted face to face with Nazi insignia on 
the street and as a Jewish kid living in the '90s I 
shouldn't have to see that,” said the man, who com- 
plained to the New City Suburbs. He requested 
anonymity, fearing the wrath of band members or 
white supremacists. He ripped down the posters and 
organized opposition to the show via the Internet. 

Brent Oliver, entertainment and promotions manag- 
er at the New City Suburbs, said posters he’d seen 
didn’t use Nazi insignia, but did follow the same visu- 
al style. He said the Axis of Advance posters “looked 
very Deutschland uber alles (Germany above all).” 
DJs will now perform at the venue Oct. 30. 

But Chris Ross, bassist for Axis of Advance, said 
the group does not endorse or promote discrimina- 
tion of any kind. The group’s first CD, River of 
Corticone, recorded under the band’s old name, is a 
science-fiction work set in ancient Egypt. In its open- 
ing song, a man uses his supernatural powers to bring 
about the death of his unfaithful girlfriend. 

“A girl cheats on her boyfriend and he kills her. I 
guess that makes us sexist,” said Ross. 

Oliver said New City owner Brad England held a

White supremacist “sounds unstable

member of Parliament Rahim 
Jaffer is a prime example of what 
he sees as flaws in Canada’s immi- 
gration policies, 

Michael Chessman placed ads in 
newspapers across the country 
during the past few weeks, declar- 
ing the support for the protection 
of Canada’s British heritage, argu- 
ing in favor of everything from 
school uniforms for kids and mod- 
est clothing for women to an end 
to multicultural policies. 

Chessman, who lives in Toronto, 
said he cannot pay for the adver- 
tisements and that newspapers 
that accepted his business were 
encouraging him to spread his 
views. Papers that refused to run 
the ads obviously disagreed and 
were not supportive, he said. 

In his view, backlash against 
him from newspaper publishers is 
“posturing” because “there isn’t a 
publisher in this country who 





doesn’t share these views.” 

Edmonton Journal publisher 
Linda Hughes did not respond to 
SEE’s requests for an interview. 
However, in news articles appear- 
ing in the Journal, Hughes and edi- 
tor-in-chief Murdoch Davis said 
the ads did not break hate promo- 
tion laws and the daily has no 
interest in acting as censor. 

Chessman’s family emigrated to 
Canada from Tanzania. His given 
name is Mohamed Reza Shivji. 
Under his own notions of immigra- 
tion, his family would never have 
been allowed into Canada. 

“And I can tell you this: Canada 
would be better off without this 
family, expect for the messiah, 
who had to get in somehow.” 

Dark skinned and calling him- 
self a white supremacist, Chess- 
man said he has been “afflicted 
with a bit of a suntan” and admits 
there is a contradictory tone to his 
logic. “If you can find someone 
else to do my job, throw me out — 
otherwise I'll be the last to leave.” 

His immigrations policies would 
have also prevented Reform MP 
Rahim Jaffer’s family from enter- 
ing the country, as refugees from 
Uganda, in 1983.

Sculptures critique into society 


Catherine Heard offers a serious look at the information age

Jecr artist Catherine Heard embraces contradic- 





tion in her multi-media work =e ge oy display 

at Latitude 53 Gallery, Friday, Oct. 22 through 
Nov. 13. Images and ideas from science pe medicine 
juxtapose artistic comment, ancient sources and tech- 
niqués abut modern compulsiofis such as the informa- 
tion age, and despite a surface Srotesqueness (Heard’s 
work.uses life-like flayed wax “écorché” figures that 
resemble human fetuses posed in a graphic manner 
on dramatically lit heaps of books), Heard asserts that 
her work embraces a healthy serise of humor. 

“My work has always had a certain kind of humor, a 
dark humor,” she says, adding that her pieces have a 
more medieval sensibility towards mortality and the 
frailty of the human condition than not. “I’m asked 
why I make depressing work, but since so much work 
created in pop culture is light, why can’t we speak of 
the other side of life? We can’t live like children in 
innocence all the time. We should acknowledge that 
we have bodies and that those bodies are flawed.” 

Heard’s work sets out to do just that: break down 
the mental barriers between the body, the mind and 
the practice of science, especially medicine. 

“All my earlier work dealt with the history of sci- 
ence, medicine and psychology in particular, but it 
was very didactic,” the 33-year-old graduate of the 
Ontario College of Art says about the work she was 
producing in the first years after she finished her 
degree in 1990. “I found that my pieces could be easily 
dismissed if it was only seen as feminist work. It was 
limiting the reading and if the viewer didn't agree with 
me, they wouldn't have access to the image at all.” 

Heard decided to open her work up and allow for a 
more broad reading, a practicé that culminated with 
this current installation — work exploring the acces- 
sible subject mater of allegories and myth, as well as 
the very way we play with language and “the folly 
associated with knowledge afidlearning,” 

For example, in the piece €alled Book of Knowledge 
an emaciated figure squats atop a pile of books hun- 
grily feasting on paper ripped from the texts under- 
neath him with a pile of defecated paper balls behind 
him. Obviously he’s madly devouring “information” 
yet it’s not really “feeding” him. 

“We live in a society that’s very information-based 
and while that’s a good thing in many ways, it also 
restricts our lives,” Heard says.

Dainty tails, can't get up

A 101: Never, néver, leave your 
play ers inactive, on Stage, out 
of character, waiting for some- 
thing to happen. It doesn’t work. 
During act two of the Unconscious 
Collective’s performance of 
Dainty on the Perils of White 
Slavery when this happened — 
this lull, this gaping hole in the 
script — all the dominoes fell 
Disbelief, happily suspended for 
the first act, leapt from the lofty 
heights of the stage lights and 
descended with its awkward pres 
ence of discomfort and unease. 
Theatrical magic fled and the 
entire production came under the 
scrutiny of the naked, judgmental 
human eye.
